The meeting Wednesday § afternoon 
was executive, and after adjournment 
it was announced that further than to

Kriegshaber Is Honored. 

After conference with the chair- 
man of the commission Chairman 
Kriegshaber will call another meeting 
of the plaza commission. 

At the organization meeting Victor 
Ii. Kriegshaber was named chairman, 
Alderman C. H. Kelley, vice chairman, 
and Ri. R. Otis, secretary.

The commission will immediately de- 
vote its efforts to the petition of the 
former plaza committee of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, now pending 
before the Western and Atlantic commis-

closed for the Atlan- 
tic and Western railroad, whereby the 
city of Atlanta may have the privilege 
of going before the Western and At- 
lantic commission to obtain its consent 
to a plaza plan later to be submitted 
and then to go before the lessee of the 
road for its approval. 

The city is not ready yet to make 
its formal proposition for the construc- 
tion of the plaza, but this’ plan, when 
it is submitted, to say the least, will 
contemplate the construction of the 
plaza without cost to the state. The 
plaza will be an improvement costing 
about $7,500,000, half of which sum will 
be spent upon passenger and freight 
terminal facilities for the railroads en- 
tering the city of Atlanta. 

Lessee Should Help. 

It was the opinion of Chairman 
Kriegshaber. Wednesday afternoon that 
in view of the present poor terminal 
facilities of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad in Atlanta, the plaza plan, in- 
stead of being a proposition to which 
the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
would be opposed, ought really to sup- 
port at once. 

“The railroads in Atlanta, especially 
those using the union station, must 
have improved terminal facilities in the 
near future,” said Mr. Kriegshaber. 
“Atlanta, through the plaza plan, could 
gain relief from the smoke and noise 
nuisance of the Western and Atlantic 
tracks and create a 26-acre park in 
the center of the city, and would, there- 
fore, be willing to bear the cost of the 
construction of these terminals along 
with the plaza improvement. 

“If Atlanta is antagonized in this, 
the day may come when the railroads 
themselves will have to pay for just the 
sort ef terminal improvements which 
the city of Atlanta is willing now to 
supply, and such facilities will cost 
more when that day comes than they 
will now.” 

Unification Necessary. 

It was also pointed out that the in- 
terstate commerce commission has ad- 
voeated the unification of terminals; 
that sooner or iater conditions will be 
such that unification everywhere will 
be necessary. This condition can be 
met now in Atlanta more conveniently 
and more cheaply under the plaza plan 
than it can, perhaps, ever be met again. 

The tendency of the wholesale and 
joboing district is decidedly away from 
the tracks in the center of the city, 
where the plaza improvement is propos- 
ed to be located, stated Secretary Otis. 
The construction of the new building 
upon the site of the present Emory- 
Steiner building will eliminate jobbing 
houses for an entire block of the base- 
ments facing dhe tracks in the gorge, 
he said, and in a short while the clos- 
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ing of the trackways for all such job- | 


bing houses as now use tracks in the

He was 
Sentenced to be hanged, but because 
of his youth the sentence was com- 
muted to solitary imprisonment for 
life. On September 7, 1876, he was 
placed in his solitary celi at tne Charles 
street jail. 
3ut he did not drop out of the pub- 
eve, reports of sen'sational at- 
tempts to escape, carried through with 
patient ingenuity rarely found outside 
of fiction, became public at frequent 
intervals. His mother, until her death 
two years ago, never relaxed her ef- 
forts to secure his pardon and was al- 
lowed to visit her son regularly. 

When Pomeroy began his sentence 
he was poorly educated. Now he can 
read in seven languages and at the 
age of. 57 i's studying Arabic. His 
last Known attempt to escape was 
four years ago. Since then he has 
been diligently studying law as it 
bears on his case. Beyond his at- 
tempts to break through steel and 
brick to freedom he has been on the

TWO BUND ISSUES 


ALLOWED BY BOARD 


Petition of Georgia Railway 
and Power Company to 
Issue $420,000 in Scrip Will 
Be Decided Later. 


+ 


The state railroad commission Wed- 
nesday approved the $459,000 bond is- 
sue, petitioned by the Georgia Railroad 
and Power company, and the $283,000 
bond issue asked by the Georgia Rail- 
wav and Electric company. 

The commission did not act upon the 
petition of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company asking power to issue 
$420,000 in scrip, or  non-interest- 
bearing notes, to pay accumulated divi- 
dends upon its first preferred stock, the 
earnings which the company claims 
were sufficient to have paid these div- 
idends having been used in improve- 
ments and extension. The commission 
is investigating questions of law and 
public policy in connection with this 
petition, and will announce no decision 
before the next meeting of the commis- 
sion, which will be on the second Tues- 
day in February. 

This action disposes of two of the 
petitions which Marion Jackson, repre- 
senting striking street car men, re- 
cently fought before the commission. 

The granted petition of the Georgia 


Railway and Power company author- 
izes that company to issue $459,000 in 
| general refunding bonds for the reim- 
bursement of the treasury of the com- 
pany to the extent of 75 per cent of 
funds spent, in the period from Jan- 
uary 1 to December 31, 1916, for exten- 
sions and purchase of new property. 
These bonds are for a part of a bond 
issue of $30,000,000 approved by the 
state railroad commission in 1914. The 
expenditures which the present is to 
cover consist of the extension of power 
lines, the purchase of hydro-electric 
sites and similar disbursements with- 
in the state of Georgia and outside 
the seven-mile limit of the city of At- 
lanta. 

The petition granted the Georgia 
Railway and Electric company, which 
|is leased by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, authorizes that com- 
pany to issue $283,000, under a mort- 
gage approved by the commission in 
1909. This amount is to reimburse the 
treasury of the company to the extent 
|of 80 per cent of money expended for

The level nature of the land at the 
base of the mountain and the rugged 
extent of the mountain itself offer con- 
tracts of topography desirable to the 
training of soldiers and officers. 
Seek Visit by Wood. 

The men behind the Cobb county 
project are in communication with 
Congressman Gordon Lee and hope to 
arrange for an early visit by Major 
General Leonard Wood, commander of 
the department of the east, and his 
staff, to the proposed site. They are 
preparing data to be submitted to the 
army authorities who will have the 
choosing of the post’s situation. 

Within a few day's a definite com- 
mittee to carry on the campaign for 
the county will be appointed. Several 
men who probably will be its mem- 
bers are already pointing out the ad- 
vantages of the Kennesaw mountain 
region. The site is in the Atlanta- 
Chattanooga district, is six miles from 
the Seaboard line and seven miles from 
the Southern tracks, is on the direct 
lines of the Western and Atlantic, the 
Louisville and Nashville and the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis lines. 
It is a few miles only from the A., K. 
& N. tracks and is in direct com- 


munication. with Atlanta, Knoxville, 
Chattanooga and other important 


cities. 
Was Favorably Reported. 

Twenty years ago the land covered 
by the options just obtained was sur- 
veyed by Lieutenant Heavy, U. S. A., 
and a corps of army engineers to whom 
had been entrusted the selection of a 
site for an army post similar in ex- 
tent to the one proposed now for the 
south. These engineers reported fa- 
vorably after their survey, but the 
army authorities, finding little interest 
amon the residents of the county, 
placed the post at Chickamauga Par 
which was enlarged for that purpose 
Since then Kennesaw mountain has 
been mentioned periodically as a pos- 
sible site for an army post or train- 
ing camp, its historic interest linking 
it automatically with whatever mili- 
tary project concerning the south that 
arose. 

On the mountain Johnson’s' men 
withstood Sherman’s descent on Atlanta 
for days, making a resistance almost 
unparalleled in the whole Georgian 
campaign of the civil war. After am- 
munition had been exhausted the 
southerners continued the fight with 
nature’s bullets, rocks and stones. All 
about the base of the mguntain occur- 
red bloody skirmi'shes and scouting 
conflicts and hardly a acre in the en- 
tire county is without its memory of 
the obstruction of the northern army 
which centered about Kennesaw. Less 


‘than two miles from the scene of the 


battle are the confederate and federal 
cemeteries, the former with 38,500 
graves and the latter with 11,000. 
Sixteen passenger trains pass the 
proposed site daily and ninety fa'st 
freight trains. Rome, Ga., proposed 
home of a government armor plant, is 
in direct aud short communication with 
the Kennesaw mountain site, which is 
two miles from Marietta and _ three 
miles from the town of Kennesaw.

No date has yet been fixed 
for his visit. Macon has two sites 
which are said to meet the require- 
ments of the war department and 
pledges to furnish street car facilities: 
lights, water and all other things nec- 
essary have been given by the city, the 
street car company and the board of 
water commissioners.

prohibition bill at the annual 
dinner of the Little Rock Board of 
Commerce tonight. 

Delay in engrossing the bill made 
it impossible for the governor to sign 
the bill today as he had intended and 
he was induced to perform the cere- 
mony tonight at the dinner at which 
state officials and members of the leg- 
islature were guests. 

Express companies were rushed to 
the limit today delivering orders of 
liquor. One telegraph company report- 
ed that it handled eight hundred tele- 
grams from Little Rock residents or- 
dering liquor yesterday. 

The bill, which became effective at 
once, stops the shipment of intoxicat- 
ing liquors into Arkansas. The bill 
also prohibits the shipment from one 
point of the state to another, pre- 
vents storage, solicitation of orders, 
and lockers, and provides fines and 
dissoiution of corporations or Clubs in 
violation of its provisions.

For Liquor Drinking 
1916 Banner Year 
In American History 


Consumption of Cigarettes 
Also Reached the Highest 
Mark Ever Known—Total 
Liquor Revenue Amounted 
to $252,708,935. 


Washington, January 24. — The 
amount of whisky consumed by the 
American people in 1916 apparently was 
greater than in any previous year since 
1909, aecording to tax returns to the 
treasury department, compiled today, 
and the amount of revenue collected by 
the government on whisky, beer and 
cigarettes @uring the year was -the 
greatest on record. 

While returns show that the tenden- 
cy toward prohibition has not lowered 
the government’s revenue from whis- 
ky, officials believe that a portion of 
the increase—nearly $24,000,000 more 
than in 1915—is attributable to the fact 
that the government is at present col- 
lecting taxes on all the whisky pro- 
duced in the country, whereas, because 
of extensive frauds, such was not the 
case a few years ago. 

Consumption of Cigarettes. 

Consumption of cigarettes in 1916 
reached the highest mark ever record- 
ed. The tremendous increase, more 
than 40 per cent over 1915, is attrib- 
uted to two main causes: Increased 
prosperity of the country and growth 
of the cigarette habit among women. 
Many millions of cigarettes made for 
feminine users were produced in this 
country and imported during the past 
year, whereas a few years ago produc- 
tion and importation of such cigarettes 
were negligible by comparison. 

The number of paper-wrapped cigar- 
ettes upon which the government levied 
a tax during the year, reached. the 
Srand total of 25,232,960,928, as compar- 
ed with 17,939,234,208 in 1915. These 
figures cover only manufactured paper- 
wrapped cigarettes and do not include 
tobacco used by smokers who roll their 
own cigarettes, 

Records show that the government 
collected a tax of $1.10 per gallon on 
146,355,146 gallons of whisky during 
the year, a total of $160,990,660, as 
compared with 124,549,210 gallons and 
a tax yield of $137,004,131 in 1915. Beer 
consumption, according to the records, 
was 61,145,583 barrels, or 1,895,513,073 
gallons in 1916, as against 57,805,869 
barrels, or 1,791,981,939 gallons the 
previous year. The tax yield on beer 
during 1976 was $91,718,375; in 1915, 
$86,708,803. 

Total Liquor Revenue. 

Total revenue on beer and whisky 
during 1916 was $252,708,935 as com- 
pared with $223,712,934 in 1915. Cig- 
arettes yielded internal revenue to the 
amount of $31,541,200 last year and 
$22,424,042 the year before, making the 
total revenue to the government from 
these three sources $284,250,235 in 1916 
and $246,136,976 in 1915, an increase 
last year of $38,113,239. 

Beer c onsumption, although great- 
er last year than in 1915, fell nearly 
6,000,000 ‘barrels below’ the high 
level of 66,000,000 barrels in 1914, and 
was exceeded by the consumption of 
beer in 1911, 1912 and 1913. The near- 
est approach since 1909 to last year’s 


consumption of whisky was in 1913, 
when consumption reached a total of 
aproximately 143,000,000 barrels. 

Monthly comparison of records dis- 
closes that the American people ap- 
parently drink nearly eight per cent 
more whisky in November and Decem- 
ber than in midsummer and fifty per 
cent more beer in summer than winter. 
Wide fluctuations in the number of cig- 
arettes consumed from month to month 
also are disclosed, the minimum, in 
April, being nearly forty-five per cent 
below the maximum in August. 


FALLS FROM TRAN 
AND MEETS DEATH 


Body of Mrs. G. C. Touns- 
ley, of Columbus, Found 
Under Bridge With the 
Head Severed. 


Mrs. G. C. Tounsley, 60 years old, of 
Columbus, Ga., was killed about 3:30 
o’clock Wednesday morning by falling 
from a Pullman car of the Georgia 
railroad near Greensboro. She was 
in a different berth from her husband 
with whom she was returning to Co- 
lumbus, Ga., from Wilmington, N. C., 
and her absence was not noticed until 
the train arrived in Atlanta. The body 
was found beside the track near 
Greensboro. 

Officers of the Georgia railroad said 
that Mrs. Tounsley arose about 3:30 
o'clock and went towurd the lavatory, 
after the porter had showed her the 
way. It ig believed that she must have 
gone through the door and out on the 
platform of the day coach. 

Ge RS ee Fe ee 
street, a niece of Mrs. Tounsley, 
said that Mrs. Tounsley arose about 
3:30 o'clock and asked her husband if 
they were near Atlanta, to which he 
replied no. When he got to Atlanta he 
looked for his wife, and found her gone. 
A search revealed the body under a 
bridge eighty miles from Atlanta, with 
the head severed. 

Mrs. Tounsley was a4 resident of 802 
Second street, Columbus, Ga. The body 
was found within a short while and 
brought to Atlanta on a later train, 


and carried to the chapel of H. M. Pat- 
terson & Son. 

Mrs. Tounsley is survived by her hus- 
band, one son, W. W. Child, of Talbot- 
ton; two sisters, Mrs. H. C. Knowles, 
of Columbus, and Mrs. G. W. Morris, 
of Talbotton.

Mr. and Mrs. G. G. Tounsley passed 
through Augusta this morning on the 
Wilmington-Atlanta sleeper.

RUSSIANS DESTROY 
BULGAR INVADERS 
UN DANUBE RIVER 


Force That Crossed the 
Southern Arm of Danube 
Estuary Annihilated Ex- 
cept 337 Men, Who Were 
Captured. 


GERMANS WIN VICTORY 
IN THE RIGA DISTRICT 


Petrograd Admits Russians 
Were Driven Back Be- 
tween Tiru Swamps and 
Aa River—Berlin Claims 
Capture of 1,500 Russians. 


New York, January 24.—(By Associ- 
ated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Victories of considerable 
proportions have been achieved by the 
Germans ovér the Russians and by the 
Russians over the Bulgarians. 

The German success occurred in the 
region of Riga, where, in violent fight- 
ing, they drove back the Russians for 
a distance of a mile and a half be- 
tween the Tirul swamps and the Aa 
river, and east of the village of Kain- 
zem. Russians to the number of 1,500 
were made prisoner during the fight- 
ing. 

A night surprise attack gave the 
Russians their victory over the Bulga- 
rians. The scene of this fight was 
the southern arm of the Danube estu- 
ary near Tultcha, where the Bulga- 
rians had made an advance Tuesday 
with Bessarabia their objective. While 
Berlin- only mentions the abandonment 
of the position, Petrograd says the Bul- 
garian forces, a battalion strong, was 
destroyed, except five officers and 332 
men, who were made prisoner. 

Bombardments and operations by 
raiding parties continue to feature the 
fighting on the other fronts, although 
in the Austro-Italian theater the Aus- 
trians in the vicinity of Gorizia, in an 
attack have captured an Italian trench, 
made prisoners of 137 men and captured 
three machine guns. 

Considerable aerial activity has been 
in progress on the front in France, in 
which both sides lost machines in 
fights in the air. 


BULGARIAN FORCE 
IS ANNIHILATED 
BY THE RUSSIANS 


Petrograd, Januery 24.—(Via London. 
British Admiralty Per Wireless Press.) 
A Bulgarian detachment crossing a 
bPanch of the Danube opposite Tult- 
cha was surprised by Russian troops 
and destroyed, the war office announc- 
ed today. Prisoners to the number of 
337 and four machine guns were taken. 

The statement reads: 

“Rumanian Front: On the Danube 
front scouting reconnaissances and in- 
fantry firing are proceeding. 

“On the Danube, opposite Tultcha, 
the Bulgarians, about a battalion 
strong, taking advantage of the fog, 
crossed the Georgief branch in the 
morning. Our detachments by a noc- 
turnal surprise attack destroyed, with- 
out opening fire, the detachment which 
was crossing, taking prisoner five of- 
fieers and 332 men and capturing four 
machine guns. Our detachments lost 
one officer and 41 men in wounded 
and one man killed. 


GERMANS ADMIT 
RETIREMENT. 


Berlin, January 24.—Via Saville.)— 
A withdrawal of Teutonic forces in the 
region along the Danube north of Tult- 
cha is announced in today’s army head- 
quarters statement, which reads: 

‘Front of Archduke Joseph: During 
the severe cold prevailing there have 
been only local lively artillery and ad- 
vance guard engagements. 

“Army Group of Field Marshal 
Mackensen: The north bank of 
southern arm north of Tultcha 
again been abandoned.” 


RUSSIANS DRIVEN 
IN THE RIGA REGION 
BY GERMAN TROOPS 


Petrograd, January 24.—(Via London. 
British Admiralty Per Wireless Press.) 
German troops in the Riga region have 
succeeded by repeated attacks in strong 
force in pressing back the Russian lines 
about a mile and a half between the 
Tirul swamp and the River Aa, and east 
of Kalnzem, the war office announced 
today. 

The statement says; 

“Western Front: After strong ar- 
tillery preparation the Germans at- 
tacked with considerable forces our de- 
tachments occupying positions between 
the Tirul swamp, west of Riga, and the 
River Aa and also east of the-village 
of Kalnzem. 

By repeated attacks they succeeded 
in pushing back our troops about a 
mile and a half northward. Stubborn 
fighting is continuing. 

“Enemy attempts to attack our po- 
sitions east of Tenenfeld, southwest of 
Illukst, were arrested by cur fire. 

“In the region of Ibsupol our anti)- 
lery successfully dispersed an enemy 
column about a battalion strong, mov- 
ing in a northwesterly direction. 

“Caucasus Front: There is nothing of 
importance to report.” 


MEN AND GROUND 
TAKEN BY GERMANS. 


Berlin, January 24.—(Via Sayville.)— 
Capture by German forces of 1,500 Rus- 
sian prisoners, as well as considerable 
ground near the River Aa, at the north- 
ern end of the Russo-German front, 
was announced by the war office to- 
night. 

The statement says: 

“In attacks on both sides of the River 
Aa, German troops captured from the 
Russians considerable terrain. Thus far 
1,500 prisoners have been brought ina. 
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GERMANY HURRIES. 
RADIO TO WILSON 
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Gerard Sends Message by 
Request After Seeing the 
Chancellor— Germans Be- 
lieve Wilson May Cease to 
Be Neutral.

London, January 24.—The American 
ambassador at Berlin, James W. Ge- 
rard, was called to the foreign office 
today, whither he was summoned by 
the imperial chancellor for a conver- 
sation respecting President Wilson's 
address to the senate. says a Berlin dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany by way of Amsterdam. 

The conference lasted for more than 
an hour and later the ambassador sent 
a long wireless message to Washington 
“at the urgent requesk of the German 
government.” 

In parliamentary circles, says’. the 
correspondent, President Wilson's 
speech is generally considered a last 
move for peace and that if it is unsuc- 
cessful the president will be obliged 
to side finally with one of the bellig- 
erent groups. 


Petrograd, January 25.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—An entirely new construction is 
Placed on President Wilson's speech 
before the senate by the Vechernee 
Vremya, which believes the underly- 
ing motive was to prepare public opin- 
ion in America for a conflict with Ger- 
many. In the view of this newspaper 
a conflict is inevitable unless Germany 
recedes from her position regarding 
submarine warfare. 


NOTE OF ANGER 
IN GERMAN COMMENT. 

Berlin, January 24.—(Via London.)— 
The Berlin papers discuss President 
Wilson’s speech at great length with 
approval from many sides of its high 
ideals and aims but with doubts as to 
whether it will lead to practical ‘re- 
sults. There is a note of anger that 
the president apparently moves in an 
atmosphere of philosophy, ethical the- 
ory and political idealism, which is un- 
real to peoples struggling for exist- 
ence. Some of the papers maintaining 
the attitude they long adopted, per- 
sist in noting an anti-German tone 
and favoritism for the entente in his 
speech, whereas most of the organs 
point out that President Wilson’s ideal 
of peace without victory is in direct 
conflict with the plans of conquest 
outlined in the entente’s recent reply 
to the United States. 

Peace without victory, however, is 
not wholly rejected. Moderate organs 


like The Tageblatt and Vorwaerts 
strongly indorse it. The conservative 
newspapers demand German victory, 
and papers like The Vossische Zeitung 
and The Morgen Post claim that Ger- 
many is already the victor. 

The president’s reference to Poland 
calls for the answer that the central 
powers have done more for the inde- 
pendence of the Poles than has ever 
been done before, but that President 
Wilson’s demand for a united Poland 
cannot be realized if it means the sep- 
aration of the province of Posen and 
other Polish sections of Prussia, for 
this would involve the subjection of 
millions of Germans to the rule of the 
Poles, which would be unthinkable. 


Jenkins Tells How

Bristol, January 24.—(Via London.)— 
Addressing a meeting tonight in con-

“The end of war is peace. The Ger- 
mans made us what they have called 
an offer of peace. It received from the 
allied governments the reply which it 
deserved—the only possible reply. 

‘Most of you have, however, I pre- 
sume, read the speech by President 
Wilson which appeared in yesterday's 
papers. It is a frank speech and it is 
right that any member of one of the al- 
lied governments who refers to it 
should speak with equal frankness. It 
is impossible that he and we can look 
on it from the same point of view.

Ottawa, Ont., January 24.—The peace

liament tonight. Senator Rufus Pope 
gave notice of a resolution declaring 
that “only representatives of allied 
countries which have taken an active 
part in the present war’ should “par- 
ticipate in negotiations for peace.”

“In spite of a rather late start we 
were able last year to make a careful 
study of the boll weevil in twenty- 
seven varieties of Sea Island cotton. I 
am glad to say that we have found a 
ray of light; it is my belief that this 
great industry can be saved. But the 
day of over-production of cotton is 
past and gone, forever, both in long 
and short staple cotton. To take the 
place of this shortage, southern farm- 
ers will raise more foodstuffs, while 
their cotton will sell for higher prices.”’ 

W. D. Pierce, of the United States 
bureau of entomology, 
boll weevil work, was the next speaker. 

He declared that the boll weevil is 
the greatest economic problem of the 
age. Already it has caused the larg- 
est financial loss of any insect pest 
in the world, and has been more care- 
fully studied than any other insect. 

Following Mr. Pierce’s address which 
was heard with the closest attention, 


Entomologist Worsham took the floor } 


again to discuss the results of experi- 
ences with the boll weevil in Sea Island 
cotton. 

Mr. Worsham then presented some 
of the conclusions arrived from experi- 
ment stations near Valdosta. Summing 
them up he said the solution of the 
problem so fdr as the experiments have 
shown to date, consists in planting 
carefully selected seed and so cultivat- 
on as to secure very early fruiting. 

Mr. Worsham then explained to the 
audience a series of charts showing the 
daily eg record of various varie- 
ties of Sea Isiand cotton grown at the 
experiment station. 

He discussed questions of spacing in 
the rows and in the drill and methods 
of combatting different Sea Island cot- 
ton diseases. 

In conclusion Mr. Worsham declared 
it would be disastrous for Sea Island 
cotton growers to abandon the indus- 
try and go over to raising short sta- 
ple through fear that they cannot com- 
bat the boll weevil. 

“If vou will fight the boll weevil, 
carefully, intelligently and efficiently,” 
said Mr. Worsham, ‘‘vou can continue 
to raise Sea Island cotton. but if some 
of you raise short staple and some 
raise long staple each will hurt the 
other and all our efforts to save the 
Sea Island industry will go for naught.”

You say that you are issuing a De- 
velopment Book which goes to press the 
latter part of this week and will be cir- 
culated in the west, east and northwest to 
attract attention, and you inclose a copy 
of a letter by Governor Henderson, of 
Alabama, and ask me to write an article 
of one thousand words for your publica- 
tion. Nothing would afford me more 
pleasure except that I am too busy. I do 
not have time to say my prayers at 
night nor read my Bible, and a newspaper 
i never look at. So it is impossible for me 
to comply with your request. I am glad 
that the governor of Alabama has time to 


do these things, but if he were governor 
of Florida he certainly would not. 


Evidently, then, the job of piloting the 
“land of Flowers” is not suggestive of a 
flowery bed of ease. It may be that the 
Rev. Mr. Catts was looking for no sinecure 
when he took it; but when the cares of 
office become so pressing that a Godly man 
cannot find time even to say his prayers or 
read his Bible, that man is being over- 
worked—that’s all. And besides, no prole- 
tariat has the moral right to thus jeopardize 
an executive's claim upon the hereafter.

in the history of the city, it may be said 
with conviction there has not been a chief

Think of the defective paving in all parts 
of the city; of the lack of street lights; of 
the really criminal negligence in regard to 
Sanitary conditions in some of the negro 
quarters of the city, which, in case of an 
epidemic, might easily visit their worst pun- 
ishment on the white people who reside in 
the most favored districts. 

All these and many other problems are 
right here, and pressing for solution. They 
cannot be handled without funds. They can- 
not®* be safely put off to “a more convenient 
time,” for if they are neglected, and the time 
comes when evil of great magnitude befalls 
because of them, it will then be too late to 
lament the delay and short-sightedness which 
transformed a common-place “tightwad,” as 
depicted in your late cartoon, into a trouble 
maker, or a tragedy maker, who may seek 
in vain for pardon from the city whose des- 
tiny is marred by his lack of vision, and of 
action. 

Let us hope that Mr. Candler will find 
some good method of inducing the “tight- 
wad” to loosen up; and that very soon.

The American Canning corporation § has 
opened southern headquarters in Atlanta, 
from. which point they will conduct an edu- 
cational campaign to the end of establishing 
a canning plant in every county in Georgia. 
These plants will be promoted by the Ameri- 
can Canning corporation, but will be financed 
by local capital in every instance. 

The plants the American Canning people 
intend to establish will be of one-carload-a- 
week capacity. They cost only $350 and can 
be operated at small cost. They will be op- 
erated by local boards of control, but the 
American Canning corporation will maintain 
supervision and will find a market for the 
product. 

R. R. Sibley, vice president and general 
manager of the corporation, has been in 
Atlanta several days making arrangements 
for the opening of offices here. Dan S. Wal- 
raven, of this city, has heen elected vice 
president for the south and will have charge 
of the Atlanta office, which will be located 
in the Empire building. 

The purpose of the American Canning cor- 
poration is to establish a small plant in 
every county seat in Georgia. These plants 
will care for the surplus vegetables and fruit 
of the farmers. As the farmers become edu- 
cated to raising truck for the canning plant 
the size of the plant will be enlarged. At 


no time will a plant be establisned that wil! 
be too large for the location.

It was learned reliably today that the 
Cobb county commissioners will soon 
{ ° 
‘authorize the construction of a fif- 
teen-mile stone-bedded road from Ma- 
rietta to the Chattahoochee river, the 
Fulton-Cobb county boundary, at an 
approximate cost of $150,000. 

No official action leading to the con- 
struction of the road has been taken 
vet ,but it is understood the entire fif- 
teen miles will be completed if possi- 
\ ble within a vear. 

The building of the road will extend 
the well-bedded sections of the Dixie 
highway to the fringe of Atlanta, and, 
it is believed here, will be fo'lowed by 
an immediate increase in tourist and 
business travel not only between Ma- 
rietta and Atlanta, but between Ma- 
rietta and the north. 

For several vears the road has been 
a source of trouble to the county. Each 
vear a considerable sum has been spent 
in efforts to keep the fifteen miles up 
to the standard of the better stretches 
of the highway, and much resurfacing 
and grading have been done. Rains 
this winter, however, have proved that 
nothing effective can be done aside 
from a complete rebedding of the en- 
tire distance,

His 
argument, which covered a period of 
ten days, was followed by the vindica- 
tion of Dreyfus.

Washington, January 24.—Frank P. 
Glass, of Birmingham, vice president 
of the American Newspaper Publishers’ 
association, today voiced his objections 
to restrictions upon newspaper publish- 
ers in the Owen. corrupt practices bill, 
before a senate sub-committee. He 
said he hoped to have the bill consid- 
ered by ahe association at its meeting 
next Friday in Chicago and resolutions 
adopted outlining the publishers’ views. 
Legal prohibition against printing 
news of election betting, he said, might 
be a stepping-stone toward further 
publicakion restrictions enacted into 
law and establish a ‘dangerous prece- 
dent.”’ 

“The bill appears to go a considerable 
way in undermining the independence 
of the press,” said Mr. Glass, although 
Virtually all publishers, he said, sym- 
pathize with its general aim to prevent 
political corruption of the press. He 
also said no newspaper should be com- 
pelled to accepx advertising unless it 
prints advertising of the same general 
class.

El Paso, January 24.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia brigade, under General Walter 
A. Harris, defeated the Pennsylvania 
brigade yesterday in maneuvers in, the 
desert, theoretically annihilating the 
Pennsylvanians by catching them 
between two fires.

Hartford, Conn., January 24.—A bill 
was introduced in the legislature to- 
day providing for the examination and 
licensing of journalists by a commis- 
sion of five to be appointed by the 
governor. Under the proposed measure 
'a licensed news-writer on daily and 
weekly papers in the state would have 
to have at least six months experience.
